I and admoniBhingly Upon Hie, function 
of i tit university, The function of the 
university, lie said, is education — that 
is. preparation for Intellectual freedom 
and not merely the turning out ofgooq 
lawyers, doctors and other pioiVs- 
sional men and women. The true sig- 
nificance of the letters li.A. attached 
to a man's name is that he is capable 
of turning bis mind to the production 
of thought. The university toaeheB us, 
both men and women, to think and 
how lo he. better citizens, This is not 
the common comprehension of the 
function of a university ; loo often it 
is regarded as a stop-gap between 
school and business or social life, but 
in view of the many social problems 
with which we arc surrounded, it 
should be considered more seriously. 
Oxford has produced more statesman 
and national teachers than any other 
university. In Canada, we. too, have 
our pressing social problems! largei 
and more urge ill than many or us 
imagine. Do not our universities 
leach us how to face these '.' 

The study of classics or chemistry 
Is not a complete guide to life. When 
no graduate we should consider our 
course as a beginning and not an end. 
University men and women arc serv- 
ants of the community, who have spe- 
cial privileges and responsibilities. Wo 
must realize our brotherhood. Ath- 
letics give us this sense of comrade- 
ship. We learn to care for something 
bigger than the individual; we learn 
that we are organically one. What 
part McGill will play in the life of 
Canada depends on us. New- problems 

will arise after the war and old ones 
will be intensified : the. problems of 
immigration) Of capital and labor, of 

I the position of women. The college 
women should have something to say 
to these, who are trained equally with 

I men. As regards Immigration, w hat 
an Inadequate use we arc making of 
the material coming into our country. 
It is not contributory to our art, mu- 
sic and literature as it might do. There 
is ample scope lor work In Mils held, 
as Mr. Woodswortb reminds us in his 
lectures, it has taken war to <vake us 
up io the Significance of social prob- 
lems. 

In our schools also Iliere Is room for 
improvement. The tlrst two years of 
the university course are spent, on 
work Which should have been done at 
school, so that when Wo graduate we 
arc still two years behind graduates 01 
Oxford or Cambridge. If this is so, 
then we, the university juen ami 
Women, should improve the schools. 

We must regard ourselves as citi- 
zens of the state who arc bound to 
contribute to ita national life. Wn 
should interest and educate ourselves 
about the problems of Canada. Wo- 
men will become pari of the elector* 

ate, and then they will have to exer- 
clse certain rights. Our ambition 
should be lo make Canada bigger and 
better, not merely to succeed in a pro- 
fession.

The speaker traced the development 
of the Dreadnought from the early 
Majestic type to the present well- 
known Queen Elizabeth. This ship has 
a displacement of 27,500 tons, and the 
remarkable speed of V2 knots per 
hour; she is armed with ten 15-inch, 
guns— the heaviest fired by a British 
warship— and marks a new departure 
in that she depends upon oil fuel. 

Mr. Nichols then gave a graphic ac- 
count of the battle in the North Sea, 
when the Bluecher had been sunk. In 
this engagement the British ships, 
with the same theoretical speed as the 
i Germans, succeeded in drawing up on 
; them within a few minutes from 11 
miles to 17,000 yards, at which dis- 
tance the British dropped shells on the 
Bluecher even when that vessel was 
below the horizon. The. British found 
It fasy to fire on ships in line, and 
thus made short, work of the slowest 
one. This battle is important In prov- 
ing the effectiveness of the English 
alow and accurate system of firing as 
opposed to the more rapid and wild- 
er fire of the Germans.

last night was "The Supplies of Iron 
and Steel in Canada." This topic is 
subject to vary wide debate in metal- 
lurgical, and was copiously d'.alt with 
last eivening. 

The meeting was called to order at 
8.30 in the lecture room of the Chem- 
l*tr> Building with a large n-tiebo- in 
attendance. Dr. Stansflcld, He presi- 
dent of the association, opea-d the 
meeting. In view of the fact that Mr 
E. W. Tilt, the sccretary-treasirnr of 
tue society, was absent In England, tuu 
Ui'uules of the previous meeting were 
read by Mr. A. K. Drury, the honorary 
aecretary-treasurer. 

The speaker of the evening. Major C. 
L. Cantley, was then given the floor. 
It was not without regret tbut the 
meeting noted Colonel Thomas Cant- 
ley's Inability to deliver the paper be 
had so carefully prepared btlure his 
unexpected call to England. Colonel 
Cantley, as president of the Nova Sco- 
tia Steel & Coal Co., is well qualified 
to prepare a paper on this subject. It 
may be stated his son, Major Cautlcy, 
of Science '09, was well able to fill his 
place last evening, as be coveted the 
question in a masterful manner. 

The paper prepared started with a 
history of the Iron production in Can- 
ada, which began about 1825. From 
this date on the different steps in the 
growth of the Iron and steel produc- 
tion of Canada were discussed. It was 
shown that the production may be 
divided Into two altogether different 
producing sections, the one Nova Sco- 
tia and the other Ontario, both oper- 
ating under extremely different eco- 
nomic conditions. That this division 
may be made along metallurgical Unes 
was fully brought out by figurative sta- 
tistics compiled in the paper. In sum- 
mation, this division is duo to the fact 
that Nova Scotia is nearly self-sup- 
porting In its requisites for the manu- 
facture of Iron and steel, while On- 
tario, due to its poor resources in this 
line, imports almost all of its ore, 
fluxes and coke used in its production

def each division as a heading, the 
production was taken up, also the 
plants now in operation in each dis- 
trict. 

The sources of materials imported 
and the amounts thereof were brougnt 
out In the paper. All figures were 
based on the iron and steel report for 
the fiscal year ending January 1. 1914. 
for 1913 Is the last year for which fig- 
ures relative to tonnage produced and 
to exports and Imports in relation to 
the Canadian iron and steel trade. 

In view of the turn for the better 
which the steel trade has taken, it was 
brought out emphatically that for 1915 
the steel production should be in ex- 
cess 1.3 million tons. This Is a very 
astounding tonnago for a steel output. 
Major Cantley was very earnest In the 
praise be give to the late Sir Charles 
Tupper for his never-ending efforts to 
build up Canada's Iron and steel trade. 
It waa due to his realization of the Im- 
portance of getting a good fundamen- 
tal basis for this wide and flourishing 
business that has placed Canada In 
such a strong position aa she holds to- 
day. 

Major Cantley points out that the 
enormous production for 1915, which 
is only half of what it might be. Is due 
to the efforts of the Canadian Shell 
Committee at Ottawa, who have suc- 
ceeded In diverting many large orders 
for munitions Into the hands of the 
Canadian manufacturers, which orders 
would have gone to the United States. 

The paper gives statistics to show 
that the exports of Canada have grown 
to an enormous extent, as to complete- 
ly ovorshadow the Imports into this 
country. And It Is tho steel Industry 
— due to munitions manufacture— 
which has led to the outshadowlng. 

Over 1160,000,000 worth of munitions 
orders have been placed and booked in 
Canada from October, 1914, to June 30, 
1915, and over four million shellR have 
been exported. The economic advan- 
tages of this growth in the steel trarte 
were splendidly brought out in Major 
Cantley's paper. He pointed out that 
men are now being employed In this 
Industry who otherwise would be with- 
out work. The lumber business has 
been boomed, for wooden ammunition 
boxes are needed, « 

The paper, being very complete, 
goes Into a general resume of the con- 
ditions of the steel trade In the United 
Statea. The conditions there are even 
more extraordinary than those In Can- 
ada, In that their steel produotion has 
been doubled within the last year; and 
the prices of steel plate and bars and 
high carbon forging billets have ad- 
vanced 36 per cent, and 68 per cent., 
respectively. Even this sharp ad-

GERMAN POTATO SUPPLY. 

Berlin, Germany.— The question of 
tho German potato supply still awaits 
a satisfactory solution. Prices are still 
far too high, and there is a scarcity 
of the product in many districts, while 
the most desirable method of proced- 
ure is still the subject of endless dis- 
cussion in the newspapers, and of 
much official debate. Meanwhile, as a 
step towards reducing the prices and 
increasing the supply, the government 
has arranged for the formation of a 
potato supply company, whose func- 
tion It will ho to obtain potatoes from 
Lizhuania and Russian Poland and to 
place them on the German market. It 
Is estimated that from 12 to 15 million 
hundredweight of potatoes can be ob- 
I talned in this way, und it has been 
I stipulated that they arc to be chiefly 
placed at the disposal of large towns 

and Industrial centres.

Through the kindness of G. H. Hes- 
lam, Arts '16, The Daily is permitted 
to review a copy of "The Listening 
Post," published by the 7th Battalion, 
C.E.F., in France. The contents of 
this paper certainly indicate the pres- 
ence of wit and humor at the front in 
spite of the severe nervous strain and 
constant danger in which the men live. 

The editor says: "Listening Posts 
and reconnoitring patrols are the only 
two sporting jobs that fall to the lot 
of the Infantry." 

A "want ad" to the following effect 
adorns the front page: 

Wanted — Man and wife as caretaker 
for Canadian trench, which is in goud 
repair. .Man must be able to work a 
machine gun at intervals; wife to cook 
and send up starlights, lloth must 
supply own gum, boots and mouth- 
organs. Wages for two, forty dollars 
per month and rum issue. No children 
in arms or without arms. Vancouver 
employment sharks please copy. 

A large portion of the remainder of 
the front page is occupied by a thrill- 
ing account of a "Dastardly Daring 
Daylight Robbery in Seventh Battalion 
Frontline French. The thief or thieves 
succeeded in getting safely away with 
a valuable tin of butter, and up to the 
time of publication were still at large, 
though an important clue is being fol- 
lowed up. The victims' loss is partly 
covered by insurance and chloride of 
lime." 

Among a list of questions under the 
heading of "Things We Want to 
Know," is the following: "How did 
the new warrior from Shorncliffe 
make out on his first job, i.e., tying the 
'listening post' to the 'last post' wltu a 
yard of 'tiring line'." 

The Listening Post has also a de- 
partment devoted to the answering of 
correspondence.

The rivalry and good-natured ban- 
ter which continually exists between 
the various companies finds ample ex- 
pression in the columns of the Listen- 
ing Post.

The first practice of the Feuciug 
Club, which was held yesterday at the 
Union was a decided success as re- 
gards new material. Wickenden, Ter- 
roux. Lowe, Macklin. Audette and 
Aggiman. of last year s club, were out 
and helped to instruct the beginners. 
One or two of the new men had also 
had some experience with the foils and 
took a hand in the coaching. 

At the commencement of the prac- 
tice the novices were lined up and 
each of the more experienced men took 
one or two of them and proceeded to 
show them the elements of the game. 
The proper position for "on guard," 
the lunge, and the two parries of 
quarte and sixte were explained, and 
the beginners were practiced in these, 
and in changing quickly from one 
position to another. It usually takes 
some little time to learn these pre- 
liminaries thoroughly, but they are 
absolutely necessary before actual 
bouts can be indulged in. Most of the 
men grasped the idea of the various 
motions and positions readily and 
with some more practice should soon 
master them. Afterwards, some Who 
had done fencing before had a light 
practice between themselves. 

Most of the men who were out yes- 
terday were not provided with proper 
clothing, and prospective fencers- are 
again reminded that running shoes' are 
an essential for the sport. It is ne- 
cessary to have a stye footing and this 
cannot usually be obtained- •with- -or- 
dinary boots. Clothing that will allow 
free movement of the arms and legs 
is also advisable. Yesterday the work 
was not of a very strenuous nature 
and it was possible to get along after 
a fashion without these matters being 
attended to, but everyone will be ex- 
pected to come provided with running 
shoes at least, and gym. clothes if pos- 
sible at all future practices. The next 
class will be held on Saturday at 5 
p.m., and all those who were out yes- 
terday are requested to be on hand 
punctually, as well as any others who 
wish to take up the sport. Those men 
who would like to look up polntB they 
are not sure or In connection with the 
various attacks and parries are recom- 
mended to get Spalding's handbook on 
fencing by Senac. This little book, 
which may be obtained for a trifle, 
contains a greut. deal of information 
about the sport, and is illustrated with 
photoyaphs showing the correct and 
Incorrect positions, it will be tonna 
very useful by beginners.

a brief history of the submarine and 
the dates of its introduction into the 
various navies of the world. The 
I French were the first to make the in- 
novation; their first undersea boat fcp- 
, ing built in 1888 (the year of the Kais- 
er's accession.) Britain was reluctant 
in taking the step and did not do so 
i until 1901, when it was decided to be 
I absolutely necessary. Since that date, 
; however, England has never looked 
back, and now has the largest and 
finest fleet of submarines afloat. Ger- 
many was even slower than England 
in realizing the possibilities of this 
method of warfare and did not consid- 
er the question seriously until 1907. 
Her ally, Austria, was two years slow- 
er, but had not begun to keep pace 
with the enormous strides of Germany 
and a3 a result possessed only 6 sub- 
marines out of the 26 in active service 
when the war began. 

The submarine first came into 
prominence during the Russo-Japan- 
ese war when both sides made effec- 
tive use of their siibniaiine fleets; the 




Evenly matched in almost every de- 
tail of the game, the teams represent- 
ing the Faculties of Arts and Medicine 
which met yesterday afternoon at the 
Stadium in the first match of the in- 
ter-faculty series put up a rattling 
good exhibition when all things are 
considered.

George 
Upham on the .Medicine half line also 
showed good form.
